Collins Opposes Rationing

Once again the federal 
g o v ern m e n t, 
that 
is 
Congressmen and Senators, 
and not n ec essarily the 
majority, feel that they have 
the answer to all of our 
problem s. 
They 
have 
cre ate d 
a 
C onsum er 
P rotection Act which is 
Senate Bill 200. It has been 
introduced in the Senate and 
is being called for speedy 
passage. 
The bill creats the con­ 
sum er pro tectio n agency 
called the CPA. Of course, 
the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States will 
oppose this bill as a m atter 
of principal, as a m atter of 
honesty and as a m atter of 
plain common sense. 
This agency will employ 
an average of 350 people at 
an annual cost of 15 million 
dollars. 
Now this doesn’t 
sound too bad but this is a 50 
percent increase over the 
initial 
cost 
figured, 
IO 
million dollars. The Con­ 
sumer 
Protection 
Agency 
will re p re se n t consum er 
interest and proceedings and 
activities of federal agen­ 
cies, says the principal 
Congressional 
spokesman. 
But how do you decide what 
the “ consumer interest” are 
and how do they differ from 
public interest? Which all 
the federal 
agencies are 
supposed 
to

fostering 
already. 
Let’s consider just one 
item

tention. That is, the trade-off

We don’t need a fancy new 
agency to tell us consumers 
in simple term s what the 
consumers want to spend 
their money for. We all know 
that consumers, and we are 
all consumers in one way or 
the other, want low prices, 
high quality, convenient 
sales outlets, safe products, 
extended guarantees, non­ 
existent 
defects, 
honest 
re p a irm e n t, energy con­ 
serving operation and in­ 
stan t 
attention 
to 
co m ­ 
plaints. 
The trouble is, this is not 
possible to maximize all the 
things that consumers want 
at the same time. And dif­ 
ferent 
co n su m ers 
have 
different ideas about their 
priorities. 
T h at's 
what 
make? business or govern­ 
ment complicated. A lot of 
people think these trade-offs 
are best left to the market 
place where people can vote 
directly with their money. 
But even the most dedicated 
plan n ers m ust recognize 
that a stand you take on 
behalf of one class of con­ 
su m ers is apt 
to leave 
another class unhappy. 
A lot of federal agencies 
are trying to grapple with 
these com plexities right 
now. In fact, one of the a r ­ 
dent supporters of the bill 
reminds

“ the

government has about

that, we have virtually half a 
dozen or dozen regulartory 
agencies that the Congress 
established with the avowed 
purpose of protecting not 
only the consumer interest 
but the public interest as 
well. 
Why can’t these people do 
what they are supposed to 
do? 
It has been 
written 
maybe 450 people in this new 
agency could even “part the 
Red Sea.” They are even 
considering this new agency 
will curb inflation, a chief 
spokesman from the Senate 
said this year 
All the supporters of this 
bill and their recitation of 
m ira cle s that these 
350 
sturdy souls will perform, 
would 
be 
extended 
in­ 
definitely. They apparently 
have 
the 
ability 
to 
do 
anything except, of course, 
render an opinion on the 
consumer impact of a labor 
settlement. This would seem 
to be the easiest job of all. 
but which Congress would 
specifically forbid. 
By now, you could rightly 
ask who is really selling the 
American people a bill of 
goods? There is a common 
expression for this sort of 
extravagant nonsense in a 
co m m ercial 
world.

called “ false advertising.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
For the next month or two, 
Congress will be debating 
who gets what from a tax 
cut 
That a tax cut is coming is 
about as certain as anything 
can be in Washington. But 
the big issue will be where 
the lion’s share goes 
H ere 
a re 
som e 
basic 
guidelines: 
—A straight 
percentage 
cut across the board favors 
the wealthy. H ere’s why: 
Taxes are supposed to be 
based on ability 
to pay. 
That's why the rates get 
stiffer as the income gets 
higher When the rates are 
the same for all. the ability 
to pay principle is upset and 
the tilt goes in favor of those 
with high incomes. 
Example: A 12 per cent 
re b a te 
m eans 
only 
$6 
refunded to the taxpayer 
who had paid $50 in taxes; 
$600 refunded for the tax­ 
payer who paid $5.(HK) in 
taxes; $6,000 for the person 
who paid a tax of $50,000 
—A dollar cut-off 
a c ­ 
companying ihe percentage

rebate tends to work toward 
a balance. The lower the 
dollar cut-off, the more the 
balance until a tilt develops 
in favor of the low-income. 
Exam ple: A $1,000 cut-off, 
such as President Ford has 
suggested, treats everyone 
the sam e up to the $41,000 
income. At that point the cut­ 
off comes into effect, and 
those with incomes above 
$41,000 would get a lower 
percentage back. A $500 cut­ 
off would shift the balance 
toward the middleincome. 
The low-income would still 
get very little because 12 per 
cent of $50 is still only $6. 
—A straight dollar amount 
rebate is weighted heavily in 
favor of the low-income. 
Exam ple: 
$50 back 
for 
everyone. The taxpayer who 
had paid $50 in taxes, gets a 
IOO per cent cut. A $50 rebate 
to the person who paid $5,000 
in taxes amounts to a refund 
of only I per cent. 
It doesn’t m atter whether 
the straight dollar method is 
used as a rebate or by in­ 
creasing 
personal 
exem p­ 
tions 
or 
the 
m inim um 
allowable deduction. The tilt 


toward the low income is the 
same. 
The sam e is true, only 
m ore so, if the dollar refund 
is m ade for each m em ber of 
the family, a proposal which 
is getting considerable a t­ 
tention 
in 
Congress. 
For 
exam ple: a $70 rebate per 
person would give $280 to a 
low-income family of four. 
That is a sufcstantial am ount 
for a fam ily that paid only 
$300. 
But tile $280 would 
m ean little to families with 
$50,000 incomes. 
A 
drop in 
p e rc e n ta g e 
points should not be confused 
with a percentage cut across 
the board. The income tax 
rates now start at 14 per cent 
and rise progressively to 70 
per cent. A percentage point 
drop for each 
c a te g o ry 
would 
not 
d istu rb 
the 
progressive feature of the 
incom e 
tax 
and 
could 
preserve the ability to pay 
principle insofar as 
it 
is 
written into the present tax 
system.

If you don’t have a good 
following in this business, 
you are sunk.” 
Henry says in a sagging 
economy small businesses 
fail, partnerships split and 
large corporations close out 
operations. 
They 
will 
liquidate 
the 
stock —down to carpet on the 
floor and nails out of the 
walls. Often, he says, the 
item s are picked up by other 
small businessmen trying to 
cut costs on new equipment. 
The auctioneers get from 5 
to 25 per cent commission for 
the sa le s, depending on 
where the auction is held. 
It’s cheaper to hold the sales 
where the stock is located. 


“You have to be honest,” 
he says. “Not too long ago 
auctions in this part of the 
country were like the pool 
halls and domino parlors — 
nobody respectable would go 
in them. In five years we 
have made it respectable.”
